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n October 6, 2016, Stephen Hayduk will leave on his motorcycle for a 
3,500-mile journey across the United States, culminating at the 40th 
Reunion of the Special Operations Association to be held in Las Vegas. 
Hayduk, owner of Hayduk Engineering, LLC in Port Jefferson Station, is 

a Vietnam veteran and was instrumental in the creation of the Suffolk County - 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial atop Bald Hill in Farmingville. He served as a 
helicopter crew chief with the “Gladiators,” 57th Assault Helicopter Company in 
Vietnam, participating in covert missions into Laos and Cambodia with the U.S. 
Army’s Special Operations Group, comprised of an elite unit of Special Forces 
Green Berets. He refers to this journey not as a vacation, but as a mission. 
Hayduk will be starting out riding solo. His first stop will be in Michigan, where 
he will be joined by Joe Sottile, one of his pilots when he was in Vietnam. 
Together, they will head south into Indiana where they will rendezvous with Tom 
Carrell, another Gladiator and the leader of the SOA Riders, the motorcycle 
riding contingent of SOA, who organized the ride. From there, the trio will 
continue south through Kentucky, into Tennessee, where the group will be 
further enlarged with the addition of several more SOA Riders, mostly comprised 
of the Special Forces recon team members who were the operatives on the 
ground in the covert missions “over the fence” in Laos and Cambodia during 
the 1960s and early 1970s.

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ILLEGAL NIGHTSPOT ON SHELTER ISLAND BUSTED 

Police on Shelter Island this week announced 
the discovery and shutting down of an illegal 
nightclub that had been operating in a disused 
barn for the past year. According to police, 
the nightclub was called “Mickey G’s,” and it 
had been on their radar for quite some time. 
“We put the area under surveillance in 
mid-March,” says Hamptons Police Shelter 
Island Division spokesman Larry Hirsch 
(who is not related to Larry Hirsch, spokesman 
of the Hamptons Police Department). “We 
were alerted to it by neighbors who complained 
about noise and an overpowering smell of 
rancid meats. But it took quite a long time for 
us to get to the bottom of what was going on 
there.” Hirsch says that, while initially police 
suspected that the space was being used as 
an unlicensed meat processing facility, they 
were surprised by the large numbers of people 
coming and going in the late evening hours 
and by the loud disco music. “After several 
months of surveillance,” says Hirsch, “last 
week we decided we were ready to send some 
undercover guys in. They were not prepared 
for what they found in there.” According to 
Hirsch, on the ground floor the barn had been 
converted to a dance club while on the top 
floor there was a facility set up for drying 
meats. “Large quantities of unidentified animal 
parts were strung up to the ceiling, evidently 
to provide fresh jerky to serve at the bar. 
The smell was...not pleasant.” It was during 
their investigations that the undercover officers 
learned that the nightclub was known to its 
habitués as “Mickey G’s,” after its proprietor, 
one Mr. John McGumbus. It is not known if this 
John McGumbus is related to Shelter Island’s 
famed Old Man McGumbus, or indeed whether 
they are in fact one in the same—police are 
currently looking for both men. Police shut the 
nightclub down permanently on Saturday night.

Enforcement 
of such a broad moratorium creates a paradox, 
and once the moratorium is in effect we 
will be relieved to be required to stop thinking 
about it.”

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Army Corps Responds 
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Writes Letter to Dan’s Papers Defending Their Work in Montauk 


BY DAN RATTINER 


olonel David Caldwell, the chief of the 

local Army Corps of Engineers, has sent a 
reply to my editorial that damned the Corps’ 
reinforced dune project in Montauk after it 
broke down during the recent storm. 

Init, he offers to correct “various inaccuracies” 
in my editorial. He writes that the collapse of 
the dune project was just 200 feet, not 300 feet. 
(Our Town Supervisor measured it at 300 feet.) 
He writes that the collapse was expected. The 
sand got washed out and the sandbags were 
exposed because that is what was supposed to 
happen in a storm. It “performed as designed.” 

-He writes that the Army Corps will restore the 
damaged section and that my saying that the 
Corps wanted to dispute who would pay for the 
repair was not true. He is right about that. Who 
would pay for it was up in the air for a time. 
That’s when the article was written. 

He also writes that any suggestion that the 
Town was “not aware of their responsibilities” 
in repairing collapses in the future is incorrect. 
| never said they were not aware of them. I said 
they should never have signed onto this project 
in the first place. 

Further to this point, it is fair to say that 
the Town Board and the townspeople were 
under the impression that a washed-out dune 
was being restored with a solid sandbag spine 
inside so this summer resort would remain 


beautiful and safe from flooding as it was in 
prior years. We were not aware that having 
the sand wash out in a modest storm (two foot 
high tide) exposing the sandbags was “what it 
was supposed to do.” Considering the present 
situation with the sandbags exposed and some 
of them ripped, my guess is that they will 
stay that way for all to see for months before 
repairs occur. Indeed, Colonel Caldwell wrote 
that the Corps is “developing a plan to restore 
the damaged section of dune with sand with 
100% federal funds.” You know how it is with 
getting these jobs going. 


Our review of the proposed shoreline 
protection for the town of Montauk, 
unfortunately, leads to the 
conclusion that the design will fail... 


And as a matter of fact, there is no way that 
town bulldozers would even be allowed to step 
in to make the repair now. It will be the case 
when the paperwork says the town takes on 
that responsibility AFTER the project is turned 
over to the town, as agreed upon. It is not 
turned over because it is not yet “done.” Once 
it’s fixed, if they hurry up and sign the papers 
and it collapses again, THEN the town will be 
responsible and can send in the bulldozers. 


In his letter, Colonel Caldwell does not 
dispute my assertions that originally the Town 
expected a broad beach of sand, perhaps 
200 yards of it, in front of the sandbags acting as 
the “sacrificial” sand that could get temporarily 
washed out in a storm. And instead, what we 
got was three feet of sand protecting the face 
of the sandbags and atop the sandbags, and 
that was all—and THAT would be the 
“sacrificial” sand. 

Colonel Caldwell writes that “long before 
a Corps project commences, a team of 
professionals complete detailed studies, 
evaluations and _ cost-benefit’ analysis to 
ensure...maximum benefit,” so they know what 
they are doing. 

The fact is that a stretch of new all-sand dunes 
placed in front of Sagaponack and Southampton 
Town—a distance of five miles (nearly 10 times 
the length of the Montauk dune project) held 
up just fine in the recent storm. This $30 million 
project was paid for by the property owners 
there. And its experts, who had overseen the 
repair of a similar and successful 10-mile-long 
dune replenishment project in Nags Head, 
North Carolina, said a 200-yard-wide beach that 
includes sand that’s underwater at high tide 
would be sufficient as both the stay-there sand 
and the “sacrificial” sand as the beach washes 
in and out. Not sand pasted on sandbags.

You’d have 
a friend with a roadmap sitting in the seat 
next to you to act as navigator.

time to go all the way out there and back— 
about 55 miles—would be the winner of the 
timed component of the Rally. 

I felt guilty that, in the end, I chose not to 
enter my car. The reason was that there was 
foul weather and a forecast of rain. The top to 
the TR-3 is a flimsy canvas thing that you clip 
onto the windshield in front and the car’s rear 
deck behind you, and mine had buttonholes 
missing. I’d have to drive the whole way holding 
the top in place for the three-hour round trip. 

So, instead, I drove from my home in East 
Hampton to the event in Bridgehampton in 
my Chevy Tahoe with the dashboard screen 
navigating my way. | planned to arrive at 1 p.m. 
So, I turned the key in the ignition at noon, and 
the GPS said ‘come straight down the highway.’ 
There were a few road stretches in red where 
there were delays along the way. Leaving at 
noon from my house—a pin dropped on my 
screen—I would arrive at 12:34 p.m. 

This is just so different than how we drove 
around the Hamptons back in the day. We’d 
get lost and stop to ask strangers directions. 
The person in the passenger seat would read 
the map and suggest turn-offs here and there to 
avoid traffic that could be seen ahead. 

One summer, I was accused of a crime. The 
court where my fate was decided was not a 
judicial court. It was a court of public opinion. 
And it was a big deal. 

The year was 1982, and we were beginning to 
have traffic jams on the Montauk Highway for 
the first time. People from New York City would 
just sit behind their wheels and wait in line. But 
we local people knew the back roads, so we 
knew where to turn off for the shortcuts to get 
around the tie-ups. 

Because of an article in Dan’s Papers that year, 
however, many felt I gave away the “secret” of 
all the back roads the New York summer people 
could use. It wasn’t true. But the accusations 
of my crime went on for years and years, and 
there was really no way of stopping it. 

“That’s Dan Rattiner. He published all 
the secrets to the shortcuts out here in 
his magazine. So that was that.” That was 
the accusation. a 

Here is what I wrote. The headline was THE 
SECRET BACK ROAD (Continued on page 42)

| Oat Wednesday was the fourth day in a 
row where the temperature was low here in 
the Hamptons. It topped out for each of those 
four days at around 70°, and I found myself 
having to wear long pants and a light jacket 
when I went out. 

I think it is fair to say at this point that the 
lowering temperatures. are now a trend. The 
solar paneling, the windmills and the Priuses 
have finally begun to kick in against global 
warming. As you know, prior to these last 
recent days the temperatures often shot up into 


the 80s and 90s and most of us walked around - 


in T-shirts and shorts. Many of us simply took 
to the beaches to get away from the heat. 

It’s wonderful to be seeing the temperatures 
declining like this. 

My own theory for how we have accomplished 
this here in the Hamptons is that we’ve finally 
crossed a tipping point in the number of large 
trees, bushes, plants and flowers that all our 
local landscaping people have carted into 
eastern Long Island. Vegetation takes in carbon 
dioxide and gives out oxygen. It’s exactly the 
opposite of what we humans do—which is take 
in oxygen and give out carbon dioxide. As a 
result, what used to be a land of rolling hills and

great vistas to the horizon here on the East End 
has wonderfully been transformed into lush 
green vegetation.all over the place. 

Another thing we’ve done out here is have 
signs put up in all the hotel and bed and 
breakfast bathrooms that read SAVE THE 
PLANET, urging us all to only throw the towels 
on the floor when we finish using them so the 
cleaning crews know that those not thrown 
down can be used over and over again. We’ve 
been congratulated for doing this. I congratulate 
us again. We do our part. If other parts of the 
world, such as the shrinking Amazon, were to 
re-vegetate as we have done here, the dropping 
of the temperatures might take place in 
other places in the world, not just on eastern 
Long Island. 

The real danger now, for those of us who 
have seen how this is done, is to get the cooling 
to stop right about where it is now, which is, 
frankly, perfect. 

Some say we’ve already got too much of 
a good thing and if we don’t start shipping 
some of these big offender trees back to where 
they came from—Japan, Madagascar, Burundi, 
Nepal—the temperatures might plummet down 
into rapid global cooling, which would be 
another problem entirely. The bays and harbors 
would freeze up, the many endangered species 


who depend on above-freezing temperatures 
might conk out, and once again it will be our 
fault. And this is all on top of the fact that 
we'd have to be out there in goggles and boots 
and down jackets, mittens, scarves and 
knitted caps. 

All that, of course, is to be taken care of by 
people who are much smarter than I am. As for 
me, I am just glad to see, finally, the dropping 
of the temperature, even this 20-degree, 
little bit from the 80° average we had 
before. It’s a pleasure to run around in a room- 
temperature outdoors. 

Every day now | thrill to be throwing open 
the windows of my home to breathe in this 
wonderful cool air with a little bit of a nip in 
it—well, actually, | don’t do that. What I really 
do is look at my iPhone weather app and see 
what’s what out there, and I must say it is such 
a pleasure and | want to thank President Obama 
and the Rio Agreement and the cooperation 
we Americans are getting from lots of other 
countries and maybe even the Lord Himself, 
who I have been told might be arranging to 
have the earth get relocated just a little bit 
further out from the sun so we can catch some 
more rays like the ones we’ve had now, which 
will pull the whole wide world down from global 
warming. Whether they like it or not. -

The summer that followed my 
provocative account, the _ back-road 
shortcuts WERE revealed to. the general 

public—though not by me. They were 
revealed in the first edition of an annual 
Hamptons guidebook called Jodi’s Shortcuts, 
where Jodi Della Femina, its editor, gave all 
sorts of advice and shortcuts about the best 
this and the best that in the Hamptons and 
then, yup, here’s a map and here’s a printed 
route to follow for each of the driving shortcuts. 
People told me she’d stolen the shortcuts 
from me. She did not. I wrote about some very 
different shortcuts. 

Driving now to Bridgehampton for the Road 
Rally, suddenly, the route on my car’s video 
screen changed. I’d save four minutes if I turned 
right on Norris Lane, left on Sawasett Avenue, - 
cross the Bridgehampton Sag Harbor Turnpike, — 
take Narrow Lane, left on Lumber Lane, right on 
Maple Lane and left on Butter Lane then back 
onto the Montauk Highway.

The classic cars at the Bridgehampton 
Road Rally were amazing. My favorite was 
an enormous, dazzlingly blue 1959 Cadillac 
Eldorado convertible with the largest tail fins 
ever built on the back of any car.

And when the green 
flag dropped, off it went, headed toward the 
Montauk Lighthouse,. navigator at the ready.

One Man’s Experience Watching Hillary and the Donald

M ark Green and his wife, Deni Frand, invited 
about 40 people, including us, to watch 
the first Hillary vs. Trump debate at their loft in 
New York City last Monday. They set out a big 
table of food, provided drinks from a bar and 
had lots of sofas, cushions and chairs to sit on 
in their grand living room for the occasion.

Anyway, 
the debate chugged along with this huge 
audience, all of whom, as near as | could tell, 
were Democrats, if you were to count the 
cheers when Hillary made a point and the boos 
when Trump made a point.

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(Continued from page 10) “Sellers should go into the selling process with 
the understanding that what they paid, what they put into upgrading their 
home, and what they want for a selling price may not match what buyers 
will give them in the current marketplace. If a house has been on the market 
for a while with no accepted offers, it often means ‘the market is speaking’ 
and the seller may need to adjust their selling price expectations. 

Buyers should realize that, unless they have a sky-is-the-limit budget, 
they may not get every item on their wish list-otherwise they may end up 
house-hunting for years and still not find their ‘perfect’ house. Every home 
has pros and cons. They should focus on buying the best house they can 
afford in the best neighborhood. 

Buyers should speak to a good mortgage banker before starting their 
home search to determine their budget and financing options. Taxes play 
a huge role in monthly payments. Pre-approval letters hold more weight 
than pre-qualification letters. Buyers also need to factor in closing costs, 
including the 2% Peconic Transfer Tax and the 1% Mansion tax on homes 
over the $1 million mark.”

“One mistake a seller can make is to significantly overprice their home. 
Buyers will not even attempt to make an offer unless they feel the seller is 
motivated to sell. If a seller does not accept the advice of their real estate 
agent on pricing their home, | recommend the seller have an appraisal 
done. The appraisal can save the seller time and money in the long run. 

One mistake a buyer can make is not to take the time to get a preapproval 
prior to making an offer. The buyer falls in love with a home to only delay 
the signing of contracts to confirm what they can afford. This delay can 
put a buyer at risk of losing the home to another buyer. A preapproval can 
also spot a problem with a credit report which may be fixable in helping 
the buyer to get a lower interest rate.”

“‘Don't wait to buy East End real estate, buy real estate and wait!’ It’s an 
oldie but a goodie. Some prospective buyers sit on the sidelines and then 
jump in making unrealistic offers blaming a soft market or an unpredictable 
economy. Properties priced right by sellers and logical offers presented by 
buyers will result in a win/win for all! 

In the Hamptons, where cash purchases are quite common, if a buyer 
offers cash and a seller accepts that as a condition of price...stay the 
course! Buyers then fiip-flopping to attain financing can cause discord in 


the transaction and open up some unexpected doors resulting in delays 
and possibly a dead deal! 

Choose your attorney wisely. East End real estate differs from 
other areas, hence buyers and sellers should carefully consider using 
a local attorney to represent them. And accepted terms and conditions 
between buyers and sellers prior to the attorney’s drafting actual 
contracts should be translated as agreed. A deal can truly ‘go 
sideways’ if those contracts present a different picture than previously 
agreed upon.”

“Allowing oneself to be influenced by one’s emotions is one of the 
greatest missteps that, not only buyers and sellers experience, but people 
in general. 

The comparatives speak volumes and loudly and clearly. Buyers and 
sellers who don’t want to look at the actual ‘comps’ when coming to a 
valuation of the property they are either selling or buying, is often the 
biggest misstep | see here in the Hamptons. Judgments are often clouded 
by what the person wants to believe is the value and not the actual 
established value through market analysis and appraisal. 

Not establishing one’s credit limitations clearly is a misstep that | see 
many buyers make and it forces the buyer to purchase a property on a 
bank contingency basis, which puts them at a disadvantage over the cash 
buyer. This can easily be avoided by approaching the financial institutions 
prior to home shopping and establishing exact parameters for what the 
buyer can spend. Knowing the market well enough to have confidence in 
the valuation of the property will further help to avoid shooting too high 
to actually get a mortgage approved. In the end, if you are borrowing, 
establish your credit limit with your bank and shop within that limit. Try to 
force your lender to give you a commitment contingent on the property, 
appraising for the value that you have placed on it. 

Sellers often don’t want to use all the tools in their arsenal to 
help them sell their homes. | have seen many sellers resist the 
opportunity to put a sign that says ‘For Sale’ in front of their house, for 
whatever personal reasons they may have. The kind of exposure and 
conveyance of availability that a sign brings is of enormous benefit to a 
home seller, and | find that many people do not wish to understand 
this concept.”

REAL ESTATE LAW || Behind the Hedges 


4 ith the summer season over, East End landlords are in the 
'€ 4 ) process of retaking possession of their homes. Beyond 
= K_/ perhaps a few beach trips, it’s the time of year when 
landlords need to assess the extent that their tenants damaged their 
summer homes and to hire contractors to make the requisite repairs 
and improvements to those properties in order for them to be ready for 
next year’s crop of tenants. However, the damage is not the end of the 
headache. Instead, incident to getting those repairs done many landlords 
will end up fighting with contractors over fees, which can be an all- 
consuming experience because of the ever-present threat of a mechanics’ 
lien. Pursuant to the New York State Lien Law, a mechanics’ lien is a 
type of security instrument in real estate available to a “[a] contractor, 
subcontractor, laborer, materialman, landscape gardener, nurseryman 

. who performs labor or furnishes materials for the improvement of real 
property with the consent or at the request of the owner,” which must be 
filed within 4 months (8 months in commercial) of the last date such labor 
or materials were provided at a residential project. Here are the top 5 facts 
about mechanics’ liens that every homeowner should understand: 


Avoiding the Lien 

A mechanics’ lien cannot be avoided in a home improvement contract. 
Pursuant to the Lien Law, any agreement or contract that waives any 
rights for a contractor to file or enforce a lien is void as against public 
policy of the State of New York. However, a homeowner can and should 
require a written waiver of the right to file a mechanic’s lien, coupled with a 
satisfaction and/or release of the monies due, at the time such homeowner 
tenders payment for the labor performed and the materials furnished. This 
way, payment brings finality, not a fight for further payment. 


Details Required 

Simply filing a paper with the county clerk that a homeowner owes 
the contractor money is not enough for an enforceable mechanics’ lien. 
Instead, a contractor must be able to itemize the labor and material to 
which payment is owed with specifics. In fact, upon written demand of a 
homeowner, a contractor who has filed a mechanics’ lien is required to 
provide the homeowner with a verified “statement in writing which shall set 
forth the items of labor and/or material and the value thereof which make 
up the amount for which he claims a lien, and which shall also set forth the 
terms of the contract under which such items were furnished” according 
to the Lien Law. Failure by the contractor to comply with this written 
demand within five days enables the homeowner to petition the court for 
an order directing compliance by the contractor within a time specified 
by the court in its discretion. Thereafter, if such order is breached, the 
court will cancel the lien. As a result, contractors who wish to utilize a 
mechanics’ lien in order to compel payment must get their details straight 
prior to acting. Furthermore, and because the terms of the contract must 
be set forth, only contractors whose contracts are in compliance with 
Article 36-a of the General Business Law should even consider utilizing 
a mechanics’ lien in the first instance on residential property. Otherwise, 
pursuing the mechanics’ lien will open an unnecessary can of worms 
about the contractor's violation of the statute. 


Automatic Removal 
A mechanics’ lien is often a bluff by the contractor because the lien has 
no effect unless the house that is the subject of the lien is sold or an action 
to foreclose the lien is commenced within one year. In fact, a mechanics’ 
lien is automatically extinguished after one year (Continued on page 24)

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(Continued from page 22) from when the notice of lien is filed, except if 
an action to enforce the lien was commenced during that one-year 
period. Additionally, the lien cannot be extended beyond a one-year 
period for a single family dwelling without a court order. As a result, while 
a mechanics lien may feel scary to a homeowner of a single family 
house, when first noticed by the contractor, such lien often does 
nothing more than scare the homeowner into payment. To determine 
if the mechanics’ lien is just a scare tactic, homeowners should 
determine whether the amount claimed is cost effective for the 
contractor to pursue in litigation by considering the transaction costs of a 
process server, attorney, court fees and the like. If the mechanics’ lien 
was only a bluff that was not foreclosed upon within the one-year period 
and the homeowner does not want to have a record of being accused 
of being a deadbeat existing at the county clerk’s office, such homeowner 
can move for a summary order from the court to have the lien 
filing removed from the home's title as if it was never there in the 
first instance. 


Vacating the Lien 

To call the contractor's bluff, at any time after the mechanics’ lien 
is filed, the homeowner can notice the lien or that such contractor 
must commence an action to foreclose the lien in not less than 30 days. 
If the contractor fails to foreclose the lien, within that 30-day period, 
then the homeowner can move the court to discharge the mechanics’ 
lien. However, dismissal is not automatic. Instead, the court hearing 
the motion to discharge the mechanics’ lien will determine the 
equities of the case. Absent the existence of a good faith reason for 
faillng to commence the action, such as the existence of 
settlement negotiations, the mechanics’ lien will generally be 
discharged by the court for failure to commence the action within 
30 days.

Notice of Pendency 

If the contractor who receives the notice, or without notice, acts 
by properly and timely commencing an action to foreclose the lien, a 
mechanics’ lien will nonetheless be extinguished if the contractor fails 
to also file a notice of pendency in the county clerk's office before the 
expiration of the one-year lien effectiveness period. A notice of pendency 
is a notice to the world that a specific property is the subject of a lawsuit 
that affects title, possession or enjoyment of such property. To be effective 
in extending a mechanics’ lien, the notice of pendency must indicate the 
date that the mechanics’ lien was filed, the names of all of the parties 
to the action, the object of the action, and a brief legal description of 
property. Failing to include any of this requisite information should result 
in the lien being extinguished. However, extinguishing the lien would not 
prevent the contractor from nonetheless winning a money judgment in 
the lawsuit that was commenced to foreclose the lien. Consequently, 
the only result of properly filing the notice of pendency is that it enables 
the contractor to cause the home to be immediately sold to satisfy the 
judgment at auction, not to preserve the contractor's right to be paid on its 
contract, which is the subject of a six-year statute of limitations irrespective 
of the mechanics’ lien. 


Should a mechanics’ lien be correctly filed and pursued the ultimate 
result is that a contractor can pursue an action similar to a mortgage 
foreclosure action in order to recoup payment from the proceeds of a 
foreclosure sale of the property. Furthermore, if the equity in the house (fair 
market value minus mortgages) is less than the lien amount the contractor 
can receive a deficiency judgment that is valid for 20 years to collect the 
remaining sum of money due under the construction contract. f

When did you decide that you 
wanted to be an artist? 

As far back as I can remem- 
ber I’ve wanted to be an artist.

Not to mention that there are 
so many careers related to the art world, we 
should have programs that prepare kids for 
those jobs.

Working for yourself is great in that it affords 
you flexibility to enjoy other parts of your life.

I'd love to work with some of the vineyards 
out here creating labels, menus, etc. That 
would definitely be a great creative challenge 
and very rewarding.

Draw a lot. Get into the habit of using a 
sketchbook every day. Also, if you want to go 
to art school, don’t let anyone talk you out of 
it. Art school provides you the opportunity to

HIFF’s two Centerpiece Films will play at Guild Hall 
in East Hampton. Nugent says, “Our Southampton 
Opening Night and Centerpiece Films bring an array 
of talented filmmakers, actors, and diverse storylines 
to HIFF this year.” 

The first Centerpiece Film, showing Saturday, 
October 8, will be Manchester by the Sea, from award- 
winning writer and director Kenneth Lonergan. This 
film tells the story of Lee Chandler (Casey Affleck), 
who, after the death of his older brother, reluctantly 
returns to the fishing village where his working-class 
family has lived for generations and is forced to deal 
with a past that separated him from his wife, Randi 
(Michelle Williams), and the community. Manchester 
by the Sea is a deeply poignant, unexpectedly funny 
exploration of the power of familial love, community, 
sacrifice and hope. 

On Sunday the 9th, check out the newest film from 
Academy Award-winning director Mike Mills, who 
will be attending the festival.

Simply the Best: Hillary Davis’s French Desserts

The publishing house Gibbs 
Smith realized its mission 
to “enrich and_ inspire 
humankind” anew with its 
recent release of Sagaponack 
author Hillary Davis’s fourth 
cookbook, French Desserts. 

Some of the best French 
desserts are not complicated. 
As Davis says, “I wanted 

wr to emphasize that French 
erent is home Conking * This book caps that idea— 
it’s the ultimate dessert course. Davis’s previous 
releases have given us books full of Cuisine Nicoise, 
French Comfort Food and hearty dishes prepared in 
Le French Oven. 

Davis’s enthusiasm for her subject is apparent in 
this tome’s every detail. Her American practicality 
meets her sophisticated French sweet tooth and the 
result is kitchen alchemy. As Davis writes, “I divide 
each chapter, first into the recipes that are quicker 
to make, followed by the recipes that take longer to 
make. And, for the few fancier creations, I worked 
to demystify the magic of making them” for the 
home cook. She reduces the popular Millefeuille (“a 
thousand leaves”) down to two sheets of puff pastry. 

Davis also includes a recipe that produces just one 
cookie—the very large communal cookie, Le Broyé du 
Poitou, depicted on the book’s cover at right. Davis

And Davis’s recipe for it calls for only six ingredients 
and this “piece” of advice: “To serve, present the 
whole cookie and let people break off pieces like they 
do in Poitiers.” (ee recipe reprinted at right.) 

And, yes, of course a recipe for madeleines is 
included. Davis points out that this Proustian memory 
prompter is, however, “technically not a cookie” but 
rather a small cake that first gained popularity in 
Louis XV’s court at Versailles. 

Davis lived in France for 13 years and clearly 
paid close attention to the details—and she copied 
down recipes from her neighbors, friends, local 
restaurants, farmers markets and inn keepers. 

Hers is an approach that honors the traditional 
but is open to tasteful improvisation. Her recipe for 
Les Lunettes a la Confiture fillings includes this 
persuasive note: “Why not try peanut butter and 
jelly? Or lemon curd? On Valentine’s Day, cut out 
hearts instead of eyeglasses, at Christmas cut out 
trees. Make them with different colors and flavors 
of jam.” And this joyous note regarding Fresh Fruit 
Papillotes—“Approach the recipe with abandon, 
picking any seasonal fruit you may find and adding 
in fresh herbs from your garden if you wish.” 
Other recipes include “Chocolate Drizzle,” “Swirly

Marshmallows” and “Crazy Chocolate Loaf Cake!” 

‘Inspiration and seasonality are important, but 
ingredients also make the dish. As Davis asserts, 
“you should do as the French do and use nothing 
but the best.” Adding, “always use pure extracts as 
imitation extracts impart an unpleasant flavor and 
defeat the purpose of making a wonderful-tasting 
dessert.” And then she offers a recipe for making 
your own vanilla extract at home. 

No doubt East Enders will be happy to follow her 
direction to “please use large eggs unless otherwise 
noted, preferably organic or free range” from our 
local farms. 

Davis’s welcoming hospitality and generosity are

GIANT BREAK-AND-SHARE COOKIE 
Le Broyé du Poitou ; 
Quick | Makes 1 Cookie 


In 2004 a group called the La Confrérie de 
U’Ordre des Chevaliers de la Grand Goule formed 
to protect and promote the tradition of making 
of this giant cookie, a specialty of the Poitou- 
Charentes region of France. It’s a cookie worth 
protecting and promoting. Recognizable by 
_its crisscross pattern made with a fork across 
the top, and by its great size, it is a communal 
cookie, brought out for people to share after 
mass, baptisms, weddings, community dinners, 
and even inaugurations. Once! heard about it, I 
had to try to find a recipe. This one is adapted 
from the official recipe on the Confrérie’s web 
site. | can’t stop eating it, and I have to admit it 
may be my favorite cookie of all time. It tastes 
a lot like shortbread, and is great dipped into 
tea or with a glass of milk. 


Special Equipment: 

food processor; 1 baking sheet 
3 34 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
1 A cups granulated sugar 

12 teaspoon salt 


2 sticks plus 2 tablespoons salted chilled butter, 


cut into small cubes 
1 large egg

processor and pulse 6 times. 

Add the butter and process until the mixture 
is granular in texture. Whisk the egg and rum 
in a small bowl, add to the food processor, and 
process just until a ball forms. If it is still too 
dry to form a ball, add 1 tablespoon of ice water 
at a time until it comes together into a ball. 

Place the dough on a large piece of plastic 
wrap. Press it down into a circle with the 
palms of your hands. Transfer to the baking 
sheet, removing and discarding the plastic 
wrap, and continue shaping and pressing the 
disk until it is 12 inch thick and approximately 
10-11 inches across. Pinch all the way 
around the edges to create a decorative 
wave pattern. 

Beat the egg yolk and brush it across the top 
and down the sides. 

Drag the tines of a fork from one end to 
the other several times to create a large 
crisscross pattern. 

Bake for 25-35 minutes, until golden brown. 

Allow to cool for at least 20 minutes on the 
baking sheet then carefully slip it off onto a 
large round plate. 

To serve, present the whole cookie and let 
people break off pieces like they do in Poitiers.

Some families scatter slivered almonds over 
the top before baking.
